acknowledge  that  evils  and  wrongs  had  been 
committed  by  both  extremes,  an* 1,  some  had 
expressed  the  opinion  that  the  ^vortli  had 
acted  wrongly  and  the  South  with  undue 
precipitancy.  He  trusted,  therefore,  that  all 
had  come  together  to  do  what  they  could  to 
hold  the  Union  together  as  it  was;  il  this 
could  not  be  effected— if  the  worst  came  to 
the  worst,  he  trusted  to  the  exercise  of  all 
Christian  forbearance  and  an  anxious  desire  this  morning  at  9 o clock. 


wildest  enthusiasm. 

Air.  Joseph  Odell  was  next  called  upon 
and  was  followed  by  Col.  Thomas  L.  Crit- 
tenden and  Mr.  Anderson,  (a  relative  of  the 
gallant  Major  A.,  in  command  of  Fort 
Sumpter)  J.  T.  Boyle,  of  Boyle  county,  and 
J.  M.  Shackleford,  of  Hopkins. 

A message  from  the  committee  on  Resolu- 
tions informed  the  Convention  that  no  re- 
port couid  be  prepared  for  to-night;  thaf 
thus  far  the  deliberations  had  all  been  per- 
fectly unanimous  and  that  in  the  morning 
they  hoped  to  lay  the  result  of  their  confer- 
ences before  the  Convention. 

The  Convention  then  adjourned  to  meet

roustitutionnl  I'nion  Convention — Held 
January  8,  1881  . al  Mozart  Hall,  l.ou- 
tvville,  Kentucky. 

This  body  assembled  this  morning  at  half 
past  eleven  o’clock  in  Mozart  Hall,  and  we 
have  never  seen  that  large  auditorium  more 
densely  crowded  than  on  the  occasion.  The 
body  of  the  hall  was  occupied  by  the  dele- 
gates, and  there  was  not  a vacant  seat;  in- 
deed, all  the  isles  and  passages  were  oceu 
pied.  The  galleries  appropriated  to  the  use 
of  spectators!: could  hardly  have  contained 
another  person,  which  evinced  the  unparal- 
leled interest  which  the  people  ol  all  classes 
take  in  every  movement  looking  to  the  per- 
petuation of  the  Union,  and  the  pacification 
of  our  present  national  difficulties. 

Judge  Bullock  called  the  Convention  to 
order  bv  nominating  Hon.  John  B.  Huston, 
of  Clarke  county,  as  temporary  Chairman, 
which  was  unanimously  agreed  to.  In  tak- 
ing his  seat  Mr.  H.  made  a brief  address, 
felicitating  the  Convention  upon  the  large 
attendance  at  such  an  inclement  season  of 
the  year,  and  invoking  a spirit  of  patriotism, 
concord,  and  union  to  guide  its  deliberations 
The  Rev.  John  L.  McKee  then  addressed 
the  throne  of  Grace  in  a fervent  prayer. 

Joint  H.  McHenry,  Jr.,  and  Blanton  Dun 
can  were  appointed  Secretaries.

During  the  absence  of  the  Committee,  the 
Convention  was  addressed  bythe  Hon.  Joshua 
F.  Bell,  who  stated  that  it  was  a well  known 
fact  that  he  was  an  acknowledged  adherent  of 
the  Union,  and  believed  there  was  no  earth- 
ly contingency  now  within  the  reach  of  hu- 
man calculation,  which  could  justify  a dis- 
ruption of  this  glorious  government.  Per- 
sonally, he  was  for  its  abandonment  under 
no  case  which  now  exists  or  can  possibly  ex- 
ist in  the  future.  He  thought  that  Ken- 
tucky, with  her  known  chivalry  and  patriot- 
ism— occupying  a central  position  in  the 
great  republic,  from  whence  her  pulsations 
of  patriotism  were  wont  to  go  forth  and  have 
influence — could  infuse  enough  of  her  own 
spirit  and  devoted  love  of  country  to  meet 
and  counteract  the  machinations  of  the  Ab- 
olitionists of  the  North  on  the  one  hand, 
and  give  efficient  aid  to  the  government  on 
the  oilier  hand  against  the  traitors  of  the 
South.  Mr.  Bell’s  remarks  were  received 
with  the  most  earnest  attention,  and  great 
applause,  and  at  their  conclusion  the  Com-

to  tuke  such  a course  as  would  leave  all  the 
departments  of  the  government  in  such  a 
position  that  at  some  future  day  they  might 
lay  by  their  hostilities  and  agree  upon  some 
common  ground  for  permanent  reunion. 

Gov.  Helm,  in  continuation,  said  he  came 
here  with  the  idea  that  it  was  the  duty  of 
everybody  to  speak  his  opinion  frankly,  and 
whoever  failed  to  do  so  was  a coward,  and 
whoever  did  not  profess  a readiness  to  yield 
his  personal  opinions,  if  they  stood  in  the 
way  of  an  harmonious  and  honorable  adjust- 
ment, was  a traitor.  He  had  been  proud  to 
see — yes,  Ins  heart  had  leaped  to  see  Ken- 
tucky's noble  son,  the  gallant  Crittenden,  en- 
deavoring to  hold  on  to  the  end,  and  deter- 
mined, if  the  country  must  perish,  that  he 
would  go  down  with  it  and  with  the  folds  of 
its  glorious  flag  around  him  to  the  last. 
[This  reference  to  the  venerable  and  patri- 
otic Senator  elicited  the  most  enthusiastic 
applause,  which  Was  long  continued  ] 

Alter  the  officers  elect  had  taken  their  po- 
sitions, Andrew  Monroe,  Esq.,  of  Louisville, 
offered  a resolution  that  a committee  be  ap- 
pointed on  the  part  of  theConvention  to  meet 
a corresponding  Committee  on  the  partof  the 
Douglas  Democratic  Convention  now  in  ses- 
sion in  this  city,  to  ascertain  if  it  be  practi- 
cable for  the  two  bodies,  bv  concurrent  ac- 
tion, to  agree  upon  some  common  ground  ns 
the  ground  which  Kentucky  ought  to  assume 
in  the  present  position  of  affairs.  . 

This  resolution  (which  wns  not  reduced  to 
writing;  and  we  therefore  give  its  substance

AFTERNOON  SESSION. 

During  the  recess,  Menter’s  celebrated  cor- 
net band,  cf  Cincinnati,  visited  the  Mozart 
Hall,  and,  as  we  entered  alter  dinner,  they 
were  performing  in  exquisite  style  a melange 
of  national  airs  from  the  stage.  The  long- 
cherished  strains  touched  the  hearts  of  the 
vast  assemblage,  and  as  “ Hail  Columbia,” 
“The  Star  Spangled  Banner,"  “Yankee 
Doodle,"  and  “Columbia,  the  Gem  of  the 
Ocean,"  were  recognized,  they  were  greeted 
by  the  most  enthusiastic  cheers.  Our  ex- 
treme Southern  friends  may  haveacquircd  a 
distaste  for  the  tunes  to  which  the  Union,  for 
three-quarters  of  a century,  has  kept  step  in 
its  marches  to  honor  and  victories,  but  Ken- 
tucky loves  and  cherishes  and  venerates  them 
still,  and  by  God’s  blessing  will  still  retain 
them  in  the  Union  for  the  future  honors  and 
victories  of  the  Union. 

Hon.  Garret  Davis,  from  the  Committee 
of  Conference  with  the  Democratic  Union 
Convention,  stated  that  they  had  met  a simi- 
lar committee  from  that  Convention,  and 
that  jointly  they  had  recommended  the  fol- 
lowing;

SKCOND  DAY’S  PROCFEDIKG5. 

The  Convention  reassembled  this  morning* 
the  attendance  of  delegates  and  of  the  gen- 
eral public  being  comewhat  diminished  on 
account  of  the  inclemency  ol  the  weather, 
but  still  the  spacious  hall  and  galleries  were 
filled,  though  not  overcrowded,  as  on  the 
tirst  day  of  the  session.  Menter’s  band  was 
again  on  hand  and  performed  “ Hail  Colum- 
bia” and  “ Yankee  Doodle”  with  great  ap- 
plause. We  have  rarely  heard  a band  more 
completely  balanced  and  well  practiced. 

When  Gov.  Heltn  took  the  Chair  as  Presi- 
dent he  introduced  Elder  Henderson,  of  the 
Christian  Church,  who  opened  the  regular 
proceedings  with  an  impressive  invocation 
to  the  Lord  of  Hosts  to  guide  our  nation 
through  its  troubles,  and  inspire  the  mem- 
bers of  the  Convention  with  a deep  sense  of 
the  responsibilities  devolving  upon  them. 

Mr.  Gillis  presented  the  Address  to  the 
Mechanics,  Working-men,  Farmers,  and 
Merchants  of  the  United  States,  adopted  at 
the  recent  mass  meeting  of  the  Mechanics 
and  Working  men  of  Louisville,  with  a re- 
quest that  it  should  be  read.  This  was  done 
by  .Secretary  McHenry,  and  the  patriotic 
-spirit  of  the  Address  infused  itself  into  the 
Convention  and  elicited  the  warmest  evi- 
dences of  hearty  approval.  On  motion  of 
Mr.  Gorin,  the  Address  was  referred  to  the 
Committee  ou  Resolutions. 

Hon.  Garrett  Davis,  from  the  Committee 
on  Resolutions  appointed  to  meet  a similar 
committee  appointed  by  the  Democratic 
Union  Conventual,  rej>orted  that  the  two 
committees  had  met  in  joint  session,  and  af- 
ter due  consideration,  he  was  happy  to  say 
he  was  instructed  to  report  a series  of  reso- 
lutions which  had  been  adopted  and  approved 
by  the  committees  of  both  Conventions. 
John  M.  Hurlan  then  read  as  follows: 

Resolved,  That  the  people  of  Kentucky  place 
the  highest  estimate  on  the  Union  of  these  Stater, 
ou  term*  fair  and  just  to  all  of  it*  members ; it  is 
a Union  made  and  commended  to  us  by  our  pa- 
triotic ancestor*,  a*  a priceless  legacy  to  be  pre- 
served by  their  children  ; that  it  will  not  cost  a 
tythe  of  the  patriotism  und  forbearance  to  nave 
it  that  it  did  our  father*  to  make  it;  that  it  af- 
ford* ua  a better  government  for  peace  and  liberty 
at  home  and  dofeuae  ugninst  aggression  from 
abroad  than  is  likely  to  be  made  out  of  any  of  ice 
part*. 

Resolved,  That  although  we  of  the  slave  State.- 
and  especially  of  Kentucky,  have  great  reason  to 
complain  of  bad  fellowship  and  wrongs  done  u* 
both  in  character  and  property  by  some  of  tbe  cit- 
izen* of  tbe  free  State*,  and  tbe  State*  them- 
selves, who  have  broken  faith  with  ua  and  gone 
astray  from  the  landmark*  of  their  father*,  yet 
we  are  ardently  attached  to  our  National  Union, 
aud  tracing  they  will  yet  give  us  that  justice  wo 
demand,  and  without  which  we  cannot  be  friend*, 
we  still  proclaim  ourselves  in  favor  of  the  Union, 
and  so  long  as  there  i*  hope  of  preserving  it  on 
the  bari*  of  the  Constitution,  we  will  maintain  and 
defend  it. 

Resolved,  That  all  laws  of  the  free  States  which 
nullify  or  impair  tho  full  and  lair  operation  of  the 
Fugitive  Slave  law  are  in  conflict  with  the  Nation- 
al Constitution,  and  we  demand  their  repeal  at  the 
earliest  practical  momont. 

Resolved.  That  we  consider  the  election  of  a 
President  by  one  section  of  tbe  Union  on  the 
ground  of  opposition  to  the  institution*  of  the 
other  as  a severe  test  of  the  patriotism  and  for- 
bearance of  the  minority,  but  that  notwithstand- 
ing this  ill  advised  experiment  on  tho  harmony  of 
the  Union,  we  do  not  regard  the  election  of  Abra- 
ham Lincoln  as  a cause  for  its  dissolution. 

Resolved,  That  we  have  in  the  majority  of  both 
Rouse*  of  the  noxt  Congress  a sufficient  security 
against  any  designs  of  aggression  upon  the  right* 
of  the  South,  aud  thutit  is  the  duty  of  tho  South- 
ern States  to  avail  themselves  of  this  fact  in  the 
operation  of  our  institutions  and  not  desert  tho 
Union  at  this  crisis,  when  we  have  a victory  in- 
stead of  a defeat,  in  the  main  department  of  the 
Federal  Government,  especially  a*  those  deport- 
ments are  sustained  by  a large  majority  of  the 
popular  vote  of  the  United  States. 

Resolved,  That  if  the  anti-slavery  party  should 
increase  in  strength,  and  be  able  to  carry  out  its 
purposes  in  the  use  of  the  Federal  Government, 
the  South  has  ample  means  of  resistance  and  is 
fully  able  at  any  time  to  resist  unconstitutional  ag- 
gressions, and  we  have,  therefore,  no  need  to 
adopt  hastily  this  last  resort. 

Retained,  That  the  claim  set  up  by  a majority 
of  the  free  States  to  all  tbe  territory,  and  the  as- 
sumption of  the  right  to  reetrict  the  South  from 
the  occupation  of  auy  of  it  with  her  institution*, 
are  palpably  unjust  and  unconstitutional,  and  will 
not  be  submitted  to  by  a free  people  jealous  of 
their  rights. 

Resolved,  That  we  hereby  recommend  the  adop- 
tion of  the  proposition*  of  our  distinguished  Sen 
ator  John  J.  Crittonden  as  a fair  and  honorable 
adjnstment  of  the  difficulties  which  divide  and 
distract  the  people  of  our  beloved  country. 

DEMOCRATIC  STATE  CONVENTION. 

MORNING  SESSION. 

The  Union  Convention  of  the  Democracy 
of  the  State  assembled  at  Concert  Hall  yes- 
terday at  12  o’clock,  and  was  called  to  order 
by  Mr.  J.  B.  Cochran,  chairman  of  the 
State  Central  Committee.  Messrs.  Lewis  E. 
Harvie  and  V.  B.  Carter  were  appointed 
temporary  secretaries.  A committee,  con- 
sisting of  Messrs.  Thomas  Alexander,  P.  L. 
Maxey,  Wm.  M.  Spencer,  A.  II.  Field,  Alex. 
Lusk,  T.  B.  Poindexter,  John  T.  Pmm,  J.  B. 
Young,  and  N.  B.  Stevens,  was  appointed 
upon  a permanent  organization.  While  the 
comrnitte  were  absent,  Hon.  Archie  Dixon 
was  called  upon,  but  he  declined  to  address 
the  Convention  at  the  time.  He  said,  how- 
ever, the  convention  was  the  most  important 
convocation  that  had  ever  assembled  in  the 
State;  that  he  recognized  no  party  but  his 
country  ; and  that  to  preserve  the  Union  and 
the  Constitution  he  was  willing  to  make  any 
honorable  sacriiice. 

The  committee  on  Organization  soon  re- 
turned and  reported  the  following  list  of  otfi- 
cers :

Gov.  Wickliffe  explained  the  obiects  of  the 
Convention  in  a few  brief,  thougn  eloquent 
and  patriotic  remarks,  expressing  the  con- 
viction that  the  two  Union  Conventions  now 
in  session  in  this  city  would  finally  unite, 
paAsing  the  same  resolutions,  and  ratifying 
the  same. 

The  following  gentlemen  were  appointed 
as  a committee  on  Resolutions,  and  subse- 
quently commissioned  as  a committee  to 
confer  with  a committee  from  the  Union 
Convention  in  session  at  Mozart  Hall:  lion. 
Archie  Dixon,  Willis  B.  Thompson,  J.  B. 
Barbee,  A.  K.  Lusk,  J.  F.  Bullitt,  Jno.  Jack- 
son,  V.  B.  Young,  andT.  L.  Jones. 

Col.  Grider  then  appeared  as  a delegate 
from  the  Union  Convention  in  session  at 
Mozart  Hall,  and  was  heard  in  reference  to 
a proposition  from  that  body  to  agree  upon 
the  terms  of  fusion  between  the  two  Con- 
ventions. 

On  motiou,  it  was  ordered  that  the  com- 
mittee previously  appointed,  with  the  addi- 
tion of  Col.  Harney  and  Gov.  Wicklifte,  be 
directed  to  meet  a committee  of  twelve  from 
the  Union  Convention  at  2 o’clock  this  aiter- 
noon  at  the  Galt  House,  which  committee 
will  report  to  this  convention  at  half-past  3 
o'clock  this  afternoon. 

After  the  Convention  had  listened  to  an 
able  address  from  Col.  Harney,  an  adjourn- 
ment took  place. 

EVENING  SESSION. 

The  Convention  re-assembled  at  3 o’clock, 
whereupon  the  Joint  Committee  of  Confer- 
ence reported  the  following  resolution  : 

Rc*oloed,  That  each  committoe  report  and  re- 
commend to  it*  own  body,  that  the  respective 
committee*  on  resolution  of  each  Convention 
meet  for  consultation,  and  in  the  event  of  an 
agreement,  that  they  report  to  their  bodies  such 
resolutions  as  may  be  agreed  on  ; and  that  the 
committee  on  Resolutions  be  composed  of  twelve 
members. 

Cols.  J.  H.  Harney,  English,  and  V.  B. 
Carter  were  appointed  to  complete  the  com- 
mittee on  Resolutions,  and  the  committee 
retired  to  confer  with  the  committee  ap- 
pointed by  the  Constitutional  Union  Con- 
vention. 

A resolution  was  offered  by  Mr.  C.  Taylor, 
to  the  effect  that  it  is  expedient  to  call  a 
Convention  of  the  Border,  Free,  and  Slave 
States,  and  all  other  States  that  choose  to 
take  into  consideration  the  best  method  of 
settlement  of  the  questions  that  threaten  to 
destroy  the  Uniou  of  the  States,  which  >yaa 
referred  to  the  committee  on  Resolutions. 

On  motion  of  Capt.  Buford,  it  was  ordered 
that  all  resolutions  should  be  referred  to  the 
committee. 

A resolution  offered  by  Mr.  R.  B.  Pittman, 
declaring  that  Kentucky,  sympathizing  with 
the  South  in  their  grievances,  is  opposed  to 
coercion  on  the  part  of  the  General  Govern- 
ment, wus  laid  on  the  table. 

Maj.  T.  W.  Gibson  was  then  called  upon 
and  addressed  the  Convention  at  considera- 
able  length,  and  was  lollowed  bv  Gov.  Wick- 
lifte. 

A motion  was  subsequently  made  to  re- 
consider the  vote  whereby  Mr.  Pittman's 
resolution  was  tabled,  but  it  was  withdrawu 
before  the  vote  was  taken.  Mr.  Pittman 
then  offered  the  following: 

Reesolved,  That  wo  rogard  it  as  inexpedient, 
dangerous,  and  disastrous  for  the  General  Gov- 
ernment to  attempt  to  coerce  a seceding  Suite,  be- 
lieving that  coercion  would  lead  to  oivil  war,  and 
be  destructive  in  its  tendency. 

The  resolution  was  referred  to  the  com- 
mittee, whereupon  Captain  Buford  offered  a 
resolution  to  the  eflect  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
the  President  of  the  United  States,  and  all 
the  departments,  to  enforce  the  law,  and 
everywhere  protect  the  property  of  the  United 
States.  The  resolution  was  laid  on  the  table. 

The  Convention  then  took  a recess  of  half 
an  hour,  during  which  Capt.  E.  A.  Graves 
made  a stirring  speech,  denouncing  the  Abo- 
litionists of  the  North  and  the  secessionists 
of  the  South. 

At  this  juncture  the  Convention  adjourned 
until  8 o’clock  p.  m. 

The  Convention  assembled  again  at  8 
o’clock,  and  was  addressed  by  Mr.  Marion 
C.  Taylor  before  the  regular  business  was 
taken  up. 

A motion  made  by  Mr.  Lewie  E Harvie 
that  no  person  who,  in  the  late  Presidential 
canvass,  acted  in  opposition  to  the  party 
represented  by  this  convention,  or  who  is 
not  prepared  to  unite  with  the  members  io 
all  reasonable  endeavors  to  preserve  the 
Union  upon  a just  and  constitutional  basis, 
is  expected  to  take  part  in  the  deliberations, 
was  unanimously  adopted. 

The  dispatches  from  Mr.  Geo.  N.  Sanders 
and  Messrs.  Crittenden,  Mallory,  and  Bris 
tow,  published  elsewhere,  were  then  read. 

The  convention  was  then  addressed  by 
Captain  Heady,  and  Messrs.  John  Root  and 
Alex.  Lusk,  all  of  whom  spoke  feelingly  for 
the  preservation  of  the  Union,  whereupon 
there  was  an  adjournment  until  ten  o’clock 
this  mpruing  to  the  circuit  court  room  in  the 
court  house. 


Important  to  Free  Negroes. 

Tbe  subjoined  law  concerning  free  negroes  wae 
parsed  by  the  last  General  Assembly  of  Kentucky 
and  went  into  effect  on  the  first  inatant.  The 
law  is  stringent  in  its  provisions,  but  the  present 
excited  condition  of  the  public  mind  will  demand 
ita  rigid  enforcement.  It  is  but  right,  therefore, 
that  those  who  Rre  to  be  affected  by  it  should  be 
made  acquainted  with  its  existence,  and  that  it* 
purport  should  be  explained  to  them,  lest  any  of 
them  should  unintentionally  violate  the  law  aud 
incur  its  penalties.  It  will  be  an  act  of  humanity 
for  our  readers  to  make  it  a point  to  impres* 
upon  tho  minds  of  free  negroes  the  hazard  of  vio 
latinjJ*  this  enactment  in  any  way,  aince  it  must 
be  tho  desire  of  every  one  that  no  negro  shall 
suffer  for  innocently  offending. 

An  act  concerning  free  Negron,  Mulattoes,  and 

Emancipation. 

Sec.  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly 
of  the  Commonwealth  of  Kantucky,  That  hereaf- 
ter no  slave  shall  be  deemed  to  be  ompancipated 
by  the  laws  of  this  State  until  the  person  eman- 
cipating such  slave,  or  some  person  for  him,  as 
principal,  with  good  and  sufficieut  resident  sccu 
rity,  before  the  county  court  of  the  eounty  of  his 
residence,  shall  give  a covenant  to  the  Common 
wealth,  covenanting  that  such  person  shall  re 
move  such  slave  (naming  him  or  her,  and  giving 
tho  age,  color,  height  and  weight,)  beyond  the 
limit*  of  this  State,  within  ninety  day?  after  the 
approval  of  such  covenant  by  said  county  court; 
nor  until  such  slave  shall  subscribe  a written 
statement,  to  be  indorsed  on  such  covenant,  that 
be  or  she  does  forever  abandon  his  or  her  resi- 
dence in,  and  will,  within  the  time  named,  remove 
from  this  State,  which  subscription  shall  be  at 
tested  by  the  clerk  of  such  court;  upon  tbe  breaoh 
of  such  covenant  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  attor- 
ney for  the  Commonwealth  of  the  district,  and  the 
attorney  for  such  county,  or  either  of  them,  to  in 
stilute  suit  upon  the  same  for  the  recovery  of 
?*uch  damago  as  may  be  found  to  be  due:  Provided, 

That  the  amount  of  damages  shall  not  be  less 
than  the  value  of  such  slave  at  tho  time  of  his  or 
her  emancipation,  which  damages  shall  be  paid 
into  the  county  treasury,  after  deducting  there 
from  twenty  per  cent,  a*  a compensation  for  the 
attorney  or  attorneys  by  whom  the  suit  is  prose- 
cuted, and  also  ten  dollars  to  he  paid  to  the  per- 
son or  persons  who  moy  have  givon  information  TR0CHE3 
of  the  breach  of  the  covenant. 

Sec.  2.  That  hereafter  should  any  free  negro 
or  mulatto  come  into  this  State  with  the  inteution 


of  remaining  therein,  ho  or  *h«  shall  bo  deemed 
guilty  of  folony,  and,  upon  conviction  thereof, 
shall  beooafi nod  in  tho  penitentiary  for  a period  of 
not  less  than  six  year*. 

Sec.  3.  That  hereafter  any  freo  negro  or  mu- 
latto, not  a resident  of  Kentuoky,  who  shall  come 
to  this  State  for  any  purpose  or  upon  any  pretenso 
whatever,  unless  in  obedience  to  tho  process  of  a 
court,  shall  likewise  be  deemed  guilty  of  a felony, 
and,  upon  conviction  thereof,  shall  be  confined  in 
the  penitentiary  for  a period  of  not  lea*  than  one, 
nor  more  than  five  years. 

Sec.  4.  That  when  any  free  negro  or  mulatto 
who  may  be  convicted  under  either  of  the  two 
preceding  sections  of  this  act,  shalll  have  served 
out  one-fourth  of  the  time  for  which  he  or  she  was 
sentenced,  any  person,  as  principal,  shall  have 
the  right  to  execute  a bond  to  the  Commonwealth, 
with  at  least  one  goodrosident  security,  to  be  ap- 
proved by  the  Governor,  conditioned  that  such 
convict  will  within  ten  days,  leave  this  State  aDd 
never  return;  aud  thereupon  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Governor  to  deposit  such  bond  in  the  office 
of  the  Secretary  of  State,  and  cause  the  keeper  of 
the  penitentiary  to  be  notified  that  the  came  has 
been  executed;  immediately  upon  the  receipt  of 
such  notice,  it  shall  be  tho  duty  of  the  keeper  ol 
the  penitentiary  to  discharge  such  convict,  as 
though  the  time  for  which  he  or  she  was  sentenced 
had  expired. 

Sec.  b.  That  if  any  convict,  who  Los  bean  dis- 
charged as  provided  in  the  preceding  section, 
shall  leave  the  State  and  afterward  return,  or  shall 
fail  to  leave  within  the  time  prescribed,  unless 
unavoidably  prevented,  he  or  she  shall  be  pun- 
ished by  confinement  in  the  penitontiary  during 
life;  and,  in  any  such  case,  suit  may  be  brought 
upon  said  bond  ic  tho  circuit  court  of  Franklin 
county,  by  tbe  attorney  general,  in  the  name  of 
tfeo  Commonwealth,  for  tbe  recovery  of  such  dam- 
ages as  may  be  due,  which  damage?  shall  in  no 
event  be  less  than  tho  value  of  the  free  negro  or 
mulatto  at  the  time  the  bond  was  executed;  the 
attorney  general  dhall  receive  twenty  per  cent, 
upon  all  amount*  recovered  under  the  provisions 
of  this  “section,  and  the  remainder  shall  go  to  the 
common  school  fund. 

Sec.  6.  That  any  free  negro  or  mulatto  residing 
in  this  State  who  shall  leave  the  same  for  any 
purpose,  or  upon  any  pretense  whatever,  udIcs* 
in  obedience  to  the  process  of  some  court,  and  go 
into  any  State  whero  negro  slavery  is  prohibited 
by  the  Constitution  or  laws,  such  free  negro  or 
mulatto  shall  be  deemed  to  have  forfeited  hi*  or 
her  residence  in  this  State,  and  shall  not  aguin 
return  without  incurring  the  punishment  prescrib- 
ed in  the  preceding  sections  of  this  act : JArovidcd, 
That  free  negroesor  mulattoes  who  may  be  employ- 
ed upon  steamboats  and  other  ve*9e  1.-:,  shall  not  for- 
feit their  residence  by  being  taken  by  such  boat  or 
vessel  iuto  the  jurisdiction  of  another  State  : And 
provided  further,  That  it  may  be  lawful  for  acititi- 
len  to  obt&int  he  order  of  tho  presiding  judge  of  any 
county  court  in  this  State  to  permit  him,  her,  or 
them  to  take  a free  negro  or  mulatto  out  of  this 
State  for  a temporary  purposo,  without  thereby 
forfeiting  their  right*. 

Skc.  7.  That  uDy  free  negro  or  mulatto,  who  shall 
keep  a disorderly  house,  or  he  found  loitering 
about,  engaged  iu  no  honest  calling  to  obtain  a 
support,  shall  be  deemed  guilty  of  a misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction,  may  be  sold  into  servitude 
for  a period  not  less  than  two  nor  more  than  ten 
yoai9;  and  sale  shall  be  made  in  tbe  same  manner 
and  the  proceeds  applied  in  the  same  way,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  preceding  section  of  this  act. 

Sec.  8.  That  any  lree  negro  or  mulatto  who 
shall  allow  other  free  negroes  and  mulattoes  or 
slave*  to  assemble  at  houses  occupied  by  them,  or 
upon  premises  under  their  control,  for  tho  purpose 
of  gaming,  drinking,  or  dancing;  shall  be  deemed 
guilty  of  keeping  a disorderly  house,  within  the 
meaning  of  the  last  preceding  lection,  und  shall 
be  punished  a*  therein  provided. 

Sec.  9.  That  it  shall  be  lawful  for  any  free 
negro  or  mulatto  of  the  age  of  twenty-one,  if  a 
male,  or  of  eighteen  years,  if  a female,  being  a 
resident  of  this  State,  and  not  under  charge  of 
violating  the  laws  of  the  same,  to  choose  a master 
or  mistress,  whom  h£  or  she  will  serve  during  life; 
and  whenover  such  free  negro  or  mulatto  shall 
have  declared  such  choice,  in  the  county  court  of 
the  county  of  hi*  or  her  residence,  it  shall  be  the 
duty  of  the  presiding  judge  of  *uid  court  to  ap- 
point three  commissioner*,  not  related  to  the  per- 
son selected  by  such  free  negro  or  mulatto,  und 
report  their  appraisement  to  court,  aud  thereupon, 
il  the  person  selected  will  poy  in  ca&h  one-fourth 
of  the  amount  of  said  appraisement,  together 
with  the  costs  of  the  proceeding,  the  court  shall 
make  au  order  declaring  such  free  negro  or  mulat- 
to to  be  tho  slave  for  life  of  the  person  so  chosen 
as  master  or  mistress,  who  shall  thereafter  be  en- 
titled to  tho  service,  and  be  responsible  for  the 
oonduct  of  said  slave  in  all  respects,  as  though  he 
or  she  had  acquired  the  same  by  purchase  or  de- 
scent. It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  judge  of  the 
court  before  whom  the  application  of  a free  negro 
or  mulatto  to  go  into  voluntary  servitude  is  made, 
to  examine  said  free  negro  or  mulatto  in  open 
court  separate  and  apart  lrom  the  person  to  whom 
the  service  as  a slave  is  offered  to  be  made  as  a 
master,  and  to  explain  fully  to  said  free  negro  or 
mulatto  the  effect*  thereof,  und  to  see  that  3&id 
free  negro  or  mulatto  has  not  been  improperly  or 
fraudulently  overreachod  by  the  influences  of  aaid 
proposed  master,  or  others  acting  for  hi*  benefit. 

Sec.  10.  That  the  money  received  under  the 
preceding  seotion  shall  he  paid  into  the  county 
treasury,  and  expended  for  county  purposes. 

Sec.  11.  That  unv  person  who  shall  oo  convict- 
ed of  purchasing  a free  negioor  mulatto,  lor  the 
benefit  of  such  free  negro  or  mulatto,  and  not 
with  the  bona  fule  intention  of  making  him  a 
slave,  such  person  shall  be  finod  in  any  sum  not 
exceeding  five  hundred  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  That  all  laws  coming  in  conflict  with 
the  provisions  of  this  a^t,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  13.  That  it  shall  he  the  duty  of  the  cir- 
cuit, and  equity,  and  criminal  judges  of  this  State, 
at  each  term  of  their  respective  courts,  to  give  this 
aot  in  charge  to  the  graud  jury. 

Sec.  14.  That  this  act  shall  take  effect  from  and 
after  tho  first  day  of  January,  1861.

We  give  in  this  number  of  our  paper  the 
substance  of  the  proceedings  ol' the  two  Con- 
ventions which  assembled  at  Louisville  on 
the  Sth  iust.  We^egret  that  our  limits  will 
not  permit  us  to  give  a full  report  of  the 
highly  interesting  proceedings.  The  joint 
resolutions  were  adopted  by  an  unanimous 
vote.  The  Crittenden  compromise  measures 
now  constitute  the  platform  of  the  NATION- 
AL DEMOCRATIC  UNION  PARTY  of 
Kentucky.  Unfurl  the  flag  of  the  Union. 
Long  may  it  wave! 

Theresult  of  the  jointConvention  is  indeed 
most  gratifying  The  immense  numbers 
which  met  at  Louisville  were  sent  by  the 
people,  and  a more  talented  and  determined 
body  of  men  never  assembled  anywhere. 
Politics  were  utterly  ignored.  The  absorb- 
ing issue  of  Union  or  disunion,  was  the 
theme.  There  can  be  no  doubtthat  the  sen' 
timent  of  Ken  tuckv  is  overwhelming  for  the 
Union.  Party  tricksters  and  political  gam- 
blers have  been  most  signally  rebuked  in 
Kentucky.  The  pitiful  little  Breckinridge 
faction  which  is  so  anxious  to  become  a 
caudel  appendage  to  South  Carolina,  will  be 
treated  by  the  people  with  the  contempt 
which  its  treasonable  but  futile  efforts  so 
richly  merit.

Richmo.vx),  Jan.  8. 

A special  session  of  the  Legislature  com- 
menced to-day.  All  the  members  are  pres- 
ent Nothing  of  importance  wa3  done  to- 
day. The  bill  to  arm  the  State  comes  up 
to-morrow  and  will  probably  pass.  The 
question  of  calling  a State  Convention  was 
made  the  special  order,  for  Wednesday.  It 
will  probably  pass  both  Houses.  The  ex- 
citement here  has  somewhat  subsided.  The 
purpose  to  resist  all  aggression  of  southern 
rights  is  firm.

The  Policy  of  South  Carolina. 

When  Keitt,  and  Rhett,  and  other  head 
devils  of  disunion,  first  began  to  gabble 
about  secession,  they  pretended  to  be  per- 
fectly horrified  at  the  very  idea  of  a civil 
war  Peaceable  secession  was  tlicit  hobby 
Well,  South  Carolina  seceded  all  by  herself 
Spurning  the  counsel  of  the  border  slave 
States,  she  rushed  headlong  into  disunion, 
proclaiming  her  insolent  threat  of  ‘‘drag- 
ging ’ the  other  slave  States  after  her.  The 
modus  operandi  by  which  she  expected  to 
“ drag  " other  States  after  her  is  just  begin- 
ning to  dcvelope  itself.  It  is  this:  While 
she  pretended  to  desire  peaceable  secession 
she  secretly  hoped  that  the  imbecile  Admin- 
istration would  oppose  her  with  force,  and 
thus  excite  the  sympathy  of  the  slavo  States 
and  gradually  draw  them  all  into  the  quar- 
rel. Bui  the  old  Public  Functionary  met 
the  emergency  very  much  as  a rabbit  would 
have  done,  and  thus  without  intending  it, 
frustrated  the  plans  of  South  Carolina. 
Finding  that  her  secession  created  no  great 
stir  outside  of  her  own  limits,  and  had  no 
visible  effect  upon  the  solar  system  or  the 
putty  market,  some  of  the  many  wise  and 
far-seeing  statesmen,  with  which  she  is  over- 
run, conceived  a brilliant  idea,  which  was 
that  even  South  Carolina  could  not  get  along 
without  money.  To  supply  their  immediate 
demands  they  resorted  to  forced  loans  and 
bled  the  rich  planters  to  within  an  inch  of 
their  patriotism  The  wage  Palmetto  states- 
men with  natural  perspicuity  foresaw  that 
this  system  of  financial  phlebotamy,  if  per- 
sisted in,  would  deplete  to  utter  prostration. 
Ergo,  they  must  have  more  patients.  To 
increase  the  number  of  victims  they  must 
extend  the  boundaries  of  their  territory.  To 
do  this  they  must  “ drag"  other  slave  States 
after  them.  The  sympathetic  dodge  was 
about  to  fail  on  account  of  the  impotency  of 
J.B.  War  they  must  have,  or  they  would 
get  no  sympathy.  Without  sympathy,  the 
“dragging”  process  would  fall  through.  As 
the  .administration  seemed  disposed  to  take 
no  notice  of  them,  they  were  compelled  to 
inagurate  the  revolution  by  commencing 
hostilities  themselves.  Accordingly  they 
have  seized  the  Government  property  at 
some  of  the  Southern  forts,  hoping,  and  no 
doubt  believing,  that  the  attempt  of  the 
United  States  Government  to  rescue  the 
property  of  the  people  from  the  hands  of  a 
secession  banditti,  would  result  in  precipi- 
tating all  the  border  slave  States  into  the 
same  unpleasant  predicament  in  which 
South  Carolina  now  finds  herself. 

As  much  as  we  admire  the  stratagetic  skill 
displayed  in  this  shrewd  plot,  we  are  com- 
pelled to  say  we  do  not  think  it  will  win. 
Peaceable  secession,  and  a wholesale  system 
of  robbery,  are  separate  and  widely  different 
things.  The  United  States  Government 
could  possibly  allow  South  Carolina  to  make 
a fool  of  herself  without  surrendering  to  the 
rebel  State  the  public  buildings  and  rev- 
enues, which  are  the  common  property  o! 
the  whole  people.  The  sympathy  which 
would  undoubtedly  have  been  extended  to 
South  Carolina,  if  she  had  seceded  and  stop- 
ped at  her  act  of  secession,  will  not  be 
awakened  for  her  if  she  meets  with  resist 
ance  to  her  lawless  acts  from  the  Federal 
authorities.  We  cannot  believe  that  the 
people  of  the  border  slave  States,  who  are 
sane,  will  feel  called  upon  to  make  any  great 
sacrifice  ot  life  or  property  in  defense  of  a 
State  which  involved  herself  in  trouble  on 
her  own  responsibility,  and  in  utter  contempt 
of  all  her  sister  slave  States.  We  shall  see

At  the  word  " that,”  the  arm  of  the  Union 
man  straightened  out  Blue  cockade  iminedi 
ately  assumed  a horrizontal  attitude,  seeing 
any  quantity  of  stars.  He  recovered  his  per- 
pendicular and  seceded  around  the  corner, 
amid  the  plaudits  of  the  crowd.

In  a secret  session  the  seats  of  the  two  Se- 
cession delegatee  from  Shelby  were  contested 
by-a  large  majority. 


Legislature. — Our  correspondent,  “S.,” 
whose  communication  we  published  last 
Monday,  propounded  several  questions,  as 
to  whether  the  called  session  of  the  Legisla- 
ture would  have  to  elect  new  officers  or  not 
We  refer  our  correspondent  to  article  II,  see 
tions  7 and  10  of  the  Constitution,  which 
read  as  follows. 

Sec.  7.  The  House  of  Representatives  shall 
choose  its  speaker  and  other  officers. 

Sec.  10.  Senators  shall  be  chosen  for  the 
term  of  four  years ; and  the  Senate  shall  have 
power  to  choose  is  officers  BIENNIALLY 
From  the  foregoing  we  infer,  that  the 
House  of  Representatives  can  elect  new  offi- 
cers whenever  it  pleases,  but  that  the  Senate 
can  only  elect  biennially. 

Our  view  of  the  subject  is  strengthened  by 
general  provisions,  Sec.  17,  of  the  Constitu 
tion,  which  says : 

The  General  Assembly  shall,  by  law,  pre 
sex  le  the  time  when  the  several  officers  au- 
thorized or  directed  by  this  Constitution  to 
be  elected  or  appointed,  shall  enter  upon  the 
duties  of  their  respective  offices,  except  whir 
the  time  is  fixed  by  this  Constitution. 

The  term  of  the  officersof  the  Senate  seem 
to  be  excepted  by  this  provision,  as  the  Con 
stitution  expressly  fixes  the  time  of  their 
election  and  the  term  of  their  office,  by  de 
daring  that  the  officers  of  the  Senate  shall 
be  elected  biennially.
